Hatchery committee 
applies for federal grant

Following its main mission, 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering Committee is casting 
into a different pool of money in 
hopes of saving the historic fish 
hatchery building. 

The hatchery committee this 
week will submit a grant appli- 
cation in hopes of obtaining 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
Rural Business Enterprise funds. 

The grant funds are earmarked 
to fund and finance small and 
emerging business enterprises in 
rural areas and can be used for 
the repair and modernization of 
buildings. 

The hatchery committee is 
hoping to gain funding to replace 
the roof and siding on the exteri- 
or of the hatchery building. The 
committee is applying for a 
$99,000 grant with an estimate 
that the roof would take up about 
a third of the funds, 

“If we can get the roof fixed, 
we can protect the interior of the 
building while we seek other 
sources of funding,” said Bruce 
Patrick, the environmental moni- 
tor for Crawford County and a 
fish hatchery steering committee 


“member. 


The Grayling Towriship. Board 


is studying if it can legally 
pledge money toward the 
restoration project since the 
hatchery building is located in 
the City of Grayling. The town- 
ship boundary starts just east of 
the hatchery property, said 
Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright 

The Grayling City Council has 
pledged $5,000 toward a grant to 
bring life back to the hatchery 
building. 

“The fish hatchery is an 
important part of our community 
and the city is trying to support 
the effort to make it a destination 
in the community once again,” 
said Grayling Mayor Larry 
Akers. 

About $9,000 has been 
pledged from municipalities, 
Trout Unlimited. service clubs 
and businesses toward the pro- 
ject, Patrick said. 

“The whole community, when 
it comes to helping people, it’s 
just amazing,” Patrick said. 

The hatchery committee is 
hoping to establish a natural his- 
tory museum in the building. 

The hatchery committee com- 
pleted a project to restore the fish 
hatchery grounds with a

Fence erected to deter rail crossing

As the snow starts to pile up in 
the Grayling area, AuSable 
Valley Snowmobile Association 
(AVSA) officials are urging 
snowmobile operators to stay on 
the trails and off railroad tracks. 

Volunteers placed a 1,100 foot 
long snow fence near the end of 
North Down River Road in hopes 
of preventing snowmobilers from 
going across the railroad tracks. 

A rash of problems with peo- 
ple crossing tracks instead of 
using designated snowmobile 
crossings occurred last winter, 
creating the potential that sleds 
could no longer travel along the 
ratlway, Snow, which is packed 
down on the ice, creates the 
potential for a train derailment, 
In addition, carbides on the skis 
of the sleds can damage the rails. 

“If this doesn’t stop, there is a 
good chance we’re going to loose 
that section of the trail,’ said 
Rich Filley, president of the 
AVSA. 

Lake States Railway and the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) have 
allowed sleds to travel along the 
railway, going from the Holiday

Inn up to the north end of the 
Grayling Army Airfield, where 
the designated snowmobile 
crossing is located, 

The snowmobile association 
spent five years and $11,000 
establishing a designated rail 
crossing at Pollack Bridge Road 
for snowmobile traffic. 

The snowmobile association 
spent $2,500 on the fencing in 
hopes of discouraging people 
from crossing the tracks. The 
expanse comes on the heels of 
cost cutting measures such as 
deciding not to mail snowmobile
